Somo 
fields In the northern portion are ripo 
and the grain Is being cut this week. 
Reports from all sections of the state 
continue 
to .indicate 
that, 
except 


where Injured or destroyed by hall, 
the wheat yield will be one of the 
greatest In the history of South Da- 
kota. 


An estimate of the total yield for 


the state of 50,000,noo bushels Is re- 
garded as conservative 
by 
experts 


who have recently gone over the state 
and made a careful Inspection of the 
crop. 


In many localities the harvest came 


c-n so suddenly that It became neces- 
sary, because of a scarcity of harvest 
hands, for the wives and daughters 
of farmers to go Into the fields.

from forty to ninety and one hundred 
bushels per aero are reported.

BIG BRIDGE AT ST, LOUIS 


Company Is Alleged to Have Violated 


Provisions of 
Charter 
Under 


Which It Operates.

Root has addressed a communication 
to the Merchants' Bridge company, 
the owner of the large bridge across 
the Mississippi river at St. Loula, ask- 
ing the company to show cause why 
the United States should not take 
possession of' the bridge under the 
statute v.'hlch provided for Its con- 
struction. 


Under the law the secretary of war 


can 
take 
possession of the bridge 


without legal proceedings of any kind 
If any of three 
things happens— 


namely. If the bridge company con- 
solidates with any other bridge com- 
pany; if the company pools Its earn- 
ings with any other company; If the 
same officers of any other company 
become officers 
of 
the 
Merchants' 


Bridge company. 


In the allegations presented to the 


secretary of war It Is declared that 
leases made by the Merchants' Bridge 
company constitute a 
consolidation 


with another company. 
' 


It is charged that the St. Louis Ter- 


minal association, part of whose prop- 
erty Is the Eads bridge, also controls 
the Merchants' bridge and Its facili- 
ties, as well as most of the railroad 
terminals of St. Louis. 
At present 


there is a bill before the St. Louis 
municipal assembly .granting the ter- 
minal association certain privileges in 
the streets of the city In order to fa- 
cilitate the handling of world's fair 
crowds and for permanent Improve- 
ments. 


The measure Is now In committee 


pending the nsked-for repeal by the 
terminal association of the so-called 
"bridge arbitrary law" and the Inves- 
tigation of the charge that the con- 
trol of the Merchants' bridge had 
parsed to the terminal association 
contrary to law. 


Plague of Lions.

If she remains un- 
married, the place she occupies in 
the family llfpt Is a place of depend- 
ence upon the'will of her 
parents. 


»> iten a woman marries she changes 
the authority of parents for the no 
less unqualified authority of husband. 
As the Russian statute reasonably be 
expected to fully satisfy two such un- 
limited powers as that of husband 
andparent. 
The unlimited power of 


the parent, therefore. Is withdrawn 
and that of lier husband substituted. 
She cannot leave him even to visit a 
nelguborlng town without a 
pass 


from him. 
He names the time she 


1* to stay, and at the expiration . of 
the term she Is bound to return to 
get It renewed. 
A husband may ap- 


pear In a court of law as a

All 
children, however, born In exile, are 
regarded ns belonging to the lowest 
class of society.

banishment, divorce,

except by the wealthy, who can 
ways make the tardy wheels revolve 
more swiftly.

SEA SHORE PICNIC 


Bake Your^Clams Any Old 
Place 


Where You Can Find *a 


Pile of Stones. 


Do not be discouraged If you can- 


not pitch your clam plcnlc-on the sea 
shore. 
If you can get good clams In 


the shell and ttnow how to cook, them 
you are bound to have a good 
time. 


So take the host available site 
and 


be happy, says a writer In 
Country 


Life in America. . 


Provide a pile of stones, a hundred 


or more, of the size of cocoanuts 
or 


muskmelons; or, if you live In a re- 
gion where 
cobbles do hot grow, 


take bricks or some pieces of 
old 


stone or sheet Iron; thcmore primi- 
tive your apparatus the more fun In 
the bake. 
There must bo a generous 


supply of dry wood of all sizes and 
the best firemen . in the company 
should proceed to amassia deep bed 
of coals. 
The stones. Iron or bricks 


are placed therein, and after these 
are heated piping hot you are ready 
to build up the bake. 


It is worth while to have sea- 


weed. If you have 
to drive- twenty 


miles for It. but If unobtainable you 
can make shift with well-moistened 
hay. 
grass or such material 
to 


make a steaming 'bed for the viands 
to cook on. 
First a layer of sea- 


weed several Inches deep, then 
the 


.potatoes, sweet potatoes, clams and 
green corn In order, using Judgment 
so ns to not have your, 
material 


burned 
to much by coals or heat 


and yet be sure of enough heat to 
finish 
cooking. 
Potatoes, if too 


large, will need to cook longer than 
the clams or corn. The latter should 
be husked, with the exception 
of 


one lay over the kernels. 
Now cov- 


er all with seaweed and let the mass 
steam for twenty 
to forty minutes. 


Frequent Inspections with attending 
burns and sooty fingers, are part of 
the fun. 


Long forks, 
flre 
shovels, tongs, 


or ruder Implements of green wood 
will ccme Into play to tend to the 
bake and abstract the viands. 
The 
latter may be served on wooden plat- 
es, with paper napkins, the guests sit 
about on rocks of grass or a few ben- 
ches may 
be laid 
and a common 


table provlsed. 
Butter, pepper, and 


salt are permissible, with a few lem- 
ons, but you do not desire too many 
civilized concomitants.

•what are known as domestic wool tor 
rltory wool, blanket wool and carpet 
•wool. The domestic wools aro clean 
and bright. Wool of this kind comes 
from fleeces that are grown under 
•what might be termed domestic con- 
.dltlons, that Is. sheep are given shel- 
ter, fed well, and 
good management. 


otherwise have 
This results In 


a wool that Is bright nnd clear or 
dirt, and Is classified 
In the homo 


market as the domestic article. 


Territory Wool 


In contrast to this. Is the terri- 


tory wool. 
This wool Is called ter- 


ritory wool simply because It Is dir- 
ty or It Is discolored. 
It s a wool 


that comes from the sheep that are 
managed and cared for In a way sim- 
ilar to that which Is common In the 
territories. 
The sheep havo run out 


the year round; tho lleccc has be- 
come full of sand, straw, chart 
and 


similar substances, and this has fill- 
ed the fleece with foreign materlni. 


Carpet and Blanket Wool 
Other kinds of 
sheeps covering 
that goes to the market are known 
as carpet wool and blanket wool. The 
tvoibt feature connected with this 
kind 
of wool Is 
tho 
presence of 


"kemp" or dead fibres of the- good 
•wool. 
On acount of these not free- 


ly absorbing the dyes, this wool has 
to be manufactured Into carpets and 
blankets. 
When the nature of the 


fleece of the original sheep is under- 
stood so that the Improvement that 
has been 'made through breeding for 
many years becomes apparent. It can 
be easily seen that when sheep aro 
neglected the tendency Is for their 
fleece to revert to tho original con- 
dition. 


Original Conditions 


In this condition the fleece was 


mado up of an external covering of 
hairs and beneath It an undergrowth 
of very finely flbered wool. Domesti- 
cation by man has completely remov- 
ed the hair and gives a fine fleece of 
wool which exists on well bred sheep 
today. 
breeder 
sheep reverting to the kind of fleece 
that It at one time possessed.

canal boat.

Heyden Inspiration for the brilliant 
canvases that are famous the world 
OTcr to-day. 


Long paved promenade* stretch out 


to the Zuyder Zee. reached by pe.le*- 
trlans only across a swinging network 
of drawbridges and water gates. One* 
in a while one comes upon a stony 
oaaia In all this watery deiert, upon 
vhicb Is built banks, markets, church- 
es;, exchanges and edifices of every 
tort, all resting upon piles. 


The houses, which have curiously 


carved gables projecting, for some 
good architectural reason, out Into 
the streets, the cranes hanging from 
them for the conveyance of article! 
from the boats direct to the store- 
rooms In the housetop*; the 
little 


»igns of flowers or Has* announcing 
the arrival of boats loaded with her

ditches and filthy streets along the 
canal wherein the entire

IN EXCELLENT SHAPE 


Great Improvement Shown In Iowa. 


Nebraska. Kansas and In Portions 
of Illinois and the Lake Region- 
Rain Has Been Beneficial. 


WafhliiRton. Aus. 5.—Following IB 


the ofllciiil weekly crop report Issued 
by the department of agriculture: 


Throughout tho northern 
portions 


of the country, from New England to 
the north Pacific coast, the tempera- 
ture was too low for the best results, 
there being light frosts In North Da- 


, kota 
In the southern 
states 
the 


•weather was more favorable, although 
clear and warmer weather IB ncsded 
in the west and gulf districts. 


Portions of the south Atlantic and 


east gulf states and the central and 
lower Mississippi Valleys need rain. 
but elsewhere, east of the Rocky 
mountains, rains have been ample, be- 
ing excessively heavy In central and 
northeastern Texas. In the eastern 
portions of Nebraska and Kansas, and 
over areas In Ohio valley and the 
east 'gulf states. 
It Is now dry In 


the central and southern Rocky moun- 
tain districts. 


Corn Improves. 


Corn Is generally Improved, espe- 


cially In Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas and 
portions of Illinois and the lake re- 
gion, the least favorable reports be- 
ing received from Missouri and the 
Ohio valley states. The crop contin- 
ues late. 
An excellent crop now IB 


assured In the southern states. 


General rains In the spring wheat 


region of the upper Missouri and the 
Red River 
of 
the 
North 
valleys 


checked the ripening of spring wheat 
and caused a better filling of heads. 
Harvesting Is In progress, some of 
the early sown being cut In the north- 
ern portion.- but it was delayed by 
rains In South Dakota and Nebraska. 


In the Northwest. 


Harvesting also is in progress in 


Oregon with a light yield, but of ex- 
cellent quality. 
In Washington the 


crop Is maturing slowly, but la filling 
well. Rust In oats Is quite extensive- 
ly reported In Iowa, Minnesota, Wis- 
consin and portions of Pennsylvania, 
but the late rains have benefited the 
crop In Minnesota. Harvesting Is well 
advanced In the more northerly .sec- 
tions, being largely completed else- 
where,' with yields generally lighter 
than anticipated. 


Cotton IB Too Rank. 


The Improvement 
In 
cotton con- 


tinues generally throughout the cot- 
ton belt. It is fruiting well, although 
of too rank a growth In portions and 
shedding on 'the shady lands In tho 
Carolines is 
reported. 
Rains have 


been detrimental In the central and 
southwestern portions of the cotton 
area In Texas, but have been benefi- 
cial in the northern portion, while 
the boll weevil appears to be more 
destructive in a few of the southwest- 
ern counties. Clear warm weather Is 
needed in Louisiana and Texas. The 
crop continues late. 


Tobacco is needing rain in portions 


of the Ohio valley and Virginia, but 


_ the general condition of the crop Is 
' promising. 


Rains caused Injury to hay In Tex- 


as, New York and Michigan and de- 
layed haying In South Dakota and 
New England; elsewhere this work 
has progressed under favorable con- 
ditions.

Needed.

More and more the stock-breeders of 


the United States are becoming con- 
vinced that they must bare only ma- 
ture animals for breeders If the stam- 
ina of their flocks 'and herds Is to be 
kept up. 
At tho Wisconsin Experi- 


ment station It was found that one- 
year-old rams were not as prolific as 
two and three year old rams. With 
ewes nlBo it was demonstrated that 
the ewes below three years of age 
gave a smaller percentage of Increase 
than the ewes that had reached three 
years. 
We have been trying to in- 


tensify the quality of early maturity 
by breeding from Immature parents, 
till it has become evident that thg 
stamina of the breeds Is being weak- 
cued. Now our stations arc pointing 
out .the necessity for using more ma- 
ture animals; and they are finding tha 
lesson difficult to teach.

Points on Sugar Beet Growing. 


The growers of sugar beets in Neb- 


raska declare that the sugar bent Is a 
great drouth resistor. 
This Is 'cer- 


tainly ono point In lavor of the sugar 
beot. whether for sugar muklnlg or for 
stock feeding. 
Whether this sugar 


beet can be host produced on light or 
heavy soli is a question yut iu Ola 
pule. In some experiments the iarg 
est yields were on the heavy soils, 
but the largest average yields were 
on the light soils. On the wholo, tho 
results were moro favorable to the 
heavy Bulls. Tho use of commercial 
fertilizers has resulted in Increasing 
tho sugar contents of beets, but fre- 
quently not enough to pay tho cost of 
the fertilizers used. The phosphates 
made the best showing as to returns. 


In the cultivation of sugar beets. It 


Is desirable to provide a dust mulch, 
and the depth of cultivation will ba 
generally regulated by the depth re- 
quired to keep up a dust mulch, which 
dinars In different soils. 
In some 


cases It cannot be maintained by any- 
thing less than a three or four-Inch 
deep cultivation. The distance apart 
of the rows will have much to do 
with the size of tho boots and some- 
thing to do 
with sugar 
contents. 


About eighteen Inchos seems to ba 
the ideal distance apart for the rows, 
and the bceta In the rows should not 
be separated by more 
tban eight 


Inches. Too much room means too 
big boets with too little proportion 
of sugar. 


H Is rather surprising to learn that 


the weeds that are sometimes allowed 
to grow In the sugar beet Held have 
the power of stealing the sugar from 
the sugar beets or of at least keep- 
ing the beets from getting all the 
sugar they would otherwise acquire. 
A test to prove this was made at the 
Nebraska station. On four plata at 
beets some were left weedy and some 
were k«pt clean. Beets from the foui 
weedy plats were analyzed and gave 
respectively . 12.9, 12.0. 9.«, 6.2, pet 
cent of sugar content. From the clean 
plats the beets analyzed 13.2, 12.5, 11.0. 
10.7. 
ID all cases the difference was 


In favor of the plat that 'was kepr 
clean. It Is true that this was but 
one experiment and a great law 
should not be laid down on a single 
experiment, but It must be consid- 
ered ua having some weight. 


It is not desired to have beets very 


large, nor is it desirable to start . 
growth In the fall after the beet Is 
properly mature. 
A season of war 


weather in the fall Is very likely to 
Btort a new growth of the beet, which 
Increases in alze without Increasing 
the amount of sugar contained. I! 
the buds form and expand on tho 
crown of the beet there Is an actual 
loss of sugar. 


High Protein and High Starch Corn. 


From the Farmers' Review: Now 


that the farmers of Illinois are turn- 
ing their attention to growing high 
protein corn for the purpose of get- 
ting 
a 
better balanced ration for 


stock feeding, It will be well to con- 
sider some of the' probable results. 
To grew a large crop of high protein 
corn will require a soil rich In nitro- 
gen. 
Tho trouble with most Illinois 


farms, where a proper rotation of 
corn and clover or other leguminous 
plants navo not been followed. Is that 
thesu lands are already deficient In 
nitrogen, and to attempt to grnw a 
high protein corn upon them In their 
present condition, will likely result 
In disappointing yields. It seems prob- 
able that the yield from such lands 
will decrease as the protein content 
of the corn Is increased. 
It Is now 


an established fact that the corn plant 
cannot obtain nitrogen from the air, 
but Is dependant entirely upon that 
which IB available In the soil. Thorn 
Is, therefore, but ono course for tho 
grower of high protein corn to fallow, 
and that' Is to Increase the nitrogen 
In the noil by growing more clover, 
cow 
peas, 
soy 
beans 
and 
other 


legume.), all of which bave the power 
of obtaining nitrogen from the air 
through the 
agency of bacteria In 


their root tubercles. While it la es- 
sential that these leguminous crops 
Ghoulu bo grown by nvoty corn grow- 
er. 
I '.vlsh to emphasize tbo point 


that the grower of high protoln corn 
will exhaust available nitrogen in the 
roll more rapidly than the growor of 
high March corn and must, therefore, 
have soil rich In that clement to ob- 
tain tho best results. 


As feeders v.-e want the high pro- 


tein corn for our live stock, but it 
seems probable that a high starch 
corn would be less exhausting upon 
the soil and give a larger ylold oc 
light and thin noils.

The employes from the southwest 


lines of the Hock Island are clamoring 
for trouble, and with the radical ele- 
ment of the north and west have de- 
clared that they will not wait for pro- 
longed negotiations. They want the 
same concessions that were recently 
granted by almost every other road in 
the west. 


Manager Is Puzzled. 


General Manager C. A. Goodnow of 


tho system Is at a loss to understand 
the restive spirit among the men. Ho 
said that he has always been willing 
to grant the men the wage schedule 
established by tho other companies, 
but that he desired to talk over cer- 
tain working rules which are in effect 
only on the Rock Island system. 


The strike vote was 
taken 
last 


week and when It had been counted 
First Vice Grand Master W. G. Lee 
of the trainmen and Chief Conductor 
E. E.' Clark of the conductors started 
'for Chicago. When they arrived they 
met a committee of the employes and 
made arrangements to hold a confer- 
ence with the general manager to- 
day. They will demand a speedy set- 
tlement. 


Demand 20 Per Cent. 


The employes of the Hock Island 


road, with those of every other sys- 
tem In the west, decided last summer 
to demand a 20 per cent Increase In 
wages over the schedule which was 
framed ten years ago. Last fall they 
filed their demands and .since then 
have been negotiating with tho vari- 
ous roads.

The Santa Fo was the first to sign 


a new scale. It gave the freight hands 
a 15 per cent Increase and the passen- 
ger men a 12 per cent advance.
